Negroes Ask For 
Reopening Birmingham 
Court Order

Birmingham, Ala. (JPi — Ne­ 
gro attorneys asked a feder­ 
al court Thursday to force the 
city board of education to re- 
oi>en 
t h r e e 
Birmingham 
schools closed in the face of 
scheduled desegregation. 
In a separate motion, they 
asked an injunction 
against 
Ciov . George Wallace to stop 
him and other state officials 
from interfering with opera­ 
tion of the schools and any 
others ordered integrated. 
A hearing was scheduled 
for 1:30 p.m. (CST) Friday 
before

Morse And Wallace Clash 
Over Southerner's Disability 


Washington 
Sen. Wayne 
Morse, D-Ore., told the Sen­ 
ate T h u r s d a y that Gov . 
George C. Wallace of Ala­ 
bama is receiv ing disability 
payment for a psycho-neuro­ 
sis condition as a result of 
World War II serv ice. 


The Oregon senator, who 
has been exchanging insults 
publicly with 
the Alabama 
gov ernor, quoted what he said 
was a Veterans Administra­ 
tion report to sCiow that Wal­ 
lace applied for and receiv ed 
disability payments based on 
anxiety and similar traits. 
Reached at the Montgom­ 
ery, Ala., airport, where he 
was preparing to board a 
plane for a speaking engage­ 
ment, Wallace said: 
“ I receiv e 109c disability 
dr 
a 
nerv ous 
condition 
caused by being shot at by 
J apanese airplanes and anti­ 
aircraft guns in combat mis­ 
sions during World War II.

“ To 
what 
does 
Senator 
Morse 
attribute

“ We hav e a mutuality of 


disrespect,” Morse told the 
Senate. 
He said “ Khrushchev does 
not hav e a more effectiv e al­ 
ly in the United States than 
the gov ernor of Alabama.” 
Wallace, Morse continued, 
had disregarded human and 
indiv idual rights in the same 
manner as Communists. 
Questions 
Morse then noted that Gov . 
Wallace 
“ has 
raised 
some 
questions as to the psychiat­ 
ric soundness of the senator 
from Oregon (M orse).” 
The senator then read what 
he said were official records 
of military serv ice by Wal­ 
lace, who was an Air Force 
flight engineer from 1942 to 
1945. 
After reading the military 
and disability record of the 
gov ernor, Morse said “ since 
he has not been examined 
since Nov ember 1956, it would 
seem to be appropriate for 
him to v olunteer to be exam­ 
ined at this tim e.” 
Morse said the VA record 
contained this about Gov . Wal­ 
lace:

Moscow’s J uly 15 accusation 
that China was trying to set 
up new world headquarters 
for Communism

and split the world along ra­ 
cial lines. 
The warning of a possible 
break between Moscow and 
Peking was the mo.st sombre 
picture painted yet of rela­ 
tions between the two Red 
giants. 
The Chinese publicized two 
new major charges against 
the Russians. 
1. The joint editorial a c­ 
cused Moscow of “ prov oking 
troubles on

From Coalmont. Ind , has come an 
account of demonstrations by p arents le.id- 
ing to the closing of elem entary, junior 
high and senior high schcKds in the area 
The controversy has nothing to do with 
racial questions but rather, with the ques­ 
tion of school consolidation And at the i ore 
of the discussion ap p ears to be a question 
as to the p hysical safety of the children m 
the consolidated school system. 
It is more than can be done to sit in 
Lincoln and with a few hundred words of 
information determ ine 
the p rop ('r course of 
events 
in 
Coalmont. 
Rut this doesn’t p re­ 
vent one from realiz­ 
ing a p rofit out of the Coalmont case through 
an examination of various p ossibilities. The 
Indiana .situation boiled over when the con- 
solidatiwi p laced all elem entary .scIkki I chil­ 
dren in a .school that p nite.sting p arents 
considered a death trap from a fire fioint 
of view. The junior high school is a 61-year- 
old structure that is claim ed to l>e i>hysical- 
ly unsafe for the youngsters. 
As a result, p arents have barricaded 
the » chools with trucks, keep ing s c h oo l 
buses from unloading. They, of course, ha\e 
kep t their own children at home. Tlie sys­ 
tem has now been forced to close down for 
the second straight day of lh<‘ new school 
term and rep orts p oint to no immediate 
solution to the p roblem. 
Obviously, one could use a h»1 nioie 
facts in making up his mind on this case. 
Some m ight cheer the p arents for standing 
up for their children and defying the .school 
adm inistrators and other government au­ 
thorities. But defiance of e.stahlislied au­ 
thority is not always a laudable thing. It is 
only laudable when the cause advanced by 
the defiant ones is of greater m erit than 
that for which the established order stands. 


What is the case in Coalmont? The 
an.swer to this is not known but there are 
a num ber of p ossibilities. It might be won­ 
dered, for instance, if the real issue is not 
consolidation rather than the safely of the 
children. What has been the use in the 
p a.st of school facilities in the area that are 
now claim ed to be unsafe for a variety of 
reasons? Have these classroom facilities 
just become so bad p hysically or were they 
a bone of contention on that subject long 
before consolidation? .\nd it would lie in­ 
teresting to see what the consolidation p lan 
has done to taxes and to the convenience 
of the p arents involved. Have taxes gone 
up all over as a result of the changes or, 
even worse yet, been equalized .so that the 
total was down here and there and up 
som ewhere else? 


tlf Inferesl Is the (act that dem onstra­ 
tions have slop p ed school buses from un­ 
loading. This means, of course, that some 
p arents have p ermitted their children tt 
board the buses ard go off to schiMil, One 
rannof help but wonder if these p arents 
would p ermit their children lo go to school 
if conditions were unsafe. This Is only sp ec* 
Illation and it could make quite a dif­ 
ference according lo whose children were 
going where and the eondlfions of eaeh 
and every schwd. I'erhap s the Coalmont 
p arents have a eause with great justifica­ 
tion and If so, they are to he commended 
for Iheir courage and determination. Ccr- 
lalnly, when there is an evil in our p ublic 
affairs. It lakes or calls for strong action 
by the p eop le.

It is al.so p ossible 
to have a government .so dominated by its 
p ublic that it is ineffective and inefficient.

Worthwhile Study 


Governor Morrison’s determ ination to 
study t h e outflow of investm ent cap ital 
from N ebraska is laudable, and he has 
chosen a comp etent man in Evert M, Hunt 
to head the sp ecial com m ittee which will 
gather and winnow the facts. 
The im m ediate results of the .study will 
be largely educational though the findings 
m ay reveal a few areas in which Uie .state 
can act to stim ulate a reversal of the flow. 
.An investor can give several off-the- 
cuff reasons why he ship s his money away. 
One is that the m ajor stock exchanges are 
in the large financial centers where the fa­ 
cilities exist for the most exp editious p ar­ 
ticip ation in the national flow of investm ent 
cap ital. Another is that Nebra.ska offers a 
limited field for industrial or conKirate in­ 
vestm ent. It is essentially an agrarian state. 
A good deal of cap ital goes into livestock 
and other farm p roducts but it is not the 


kind that is rediiceable lo shares of stock. 
The subject of the study would be in 
good balance if it included an exam ination 
of cap ital inflow as well as outflow. If N e­ 
braska ship s out cap ital for p rivate invest­ 
ment, it receives a .substantial inflow of fed­ 
eral iunds. Something greater than one third 
of the stale’s general fund budget derives 
from the federal treasury. A great deal 
more derives from reclam ation, soil con.ser- 
vation and eomnuinily services activities 
also from the federal till. The federal farm 
p rogram unload.s a good deal of cap ital into 
the state annually as well. 
Nebraska is inclined to frown on such 
federal distributions. Hut it may be that 
this disinterest in cap ital inflow has some 
hearing on the sm allness of intlow of p ri­ 
vate cap ital — a m atter of a state ol mind 
which fails to cultivate either. 


ETV In A Box 


The new N ebraska Educational Tele­ 
vision Commission is not in for an easy 
time of it. Its first decision will rcip iire 
that it m ake a choice between the exten­ 
sion of educational television into outstate 
areas of N ebraska or Omaha. Any citizen 
knows right off the bat that this is one on 
which the commission can’t win. 
If it goes for the Omaha p roject, the 
servicing of a larger concentration of chil­ 
dren, it will m erit the condemnation of oth­ 
er areas of the state where it is already 
felt that Omaha gets too much. If it goes 
against Omaha, this Missouri River city 
will m aintain that it has once again been 
discrim inated against by the more rural 
areas of the state. 
There are things lo he said on both 
sides of the issue but p rejudice, unfortunate­ 
ly, will determ ine where many p eop le stand. 
The Omaha case is a good one in view of the

Gophers Riled Up 
You can bet that Minnesota’s coaching staff will 
take every

possible to 
remind 
the 
Gopher 
squad of what former Nebraska halfback Dennis Stuewe 
told a Minneapolis writer this summer. 
Stuewe, who was bidding for a spot with the Minne- 
.sota Vikings at the time of the statement, told the writer 
that Nebraska would have little trouble with Minnesota 
in their clash at Minneapolis Sept. 28 
When the Nebraska coaching staff saw this story in 
print thev shuddered for they knew that Murray War- 
math woiild exploit this in preparing his Gophers men­ 
tally for the game, (lippings of the story are likely to 
appear in every player’s locker in the Minnesota dressing 
room as a reminder to the Gophers. 
The Gopher coaching staff couldn’t have come up 
with any better weajwn in getting their squad psycho­ 
logically ready for the Cornhusker conte.st than this story 
which was widely used in newspapers in Minnesota 
and Nebraska. 
Point For Husker Side 
While in the Minnesota incident, Nebraska is the vic­ 
tim of such statements, the Huskers are likely to benefit 
from a statement made by Mis.souri coach Dan Devine 
during the current Skywriters Tour of the Big Eight 
grid camps. 
Devine’s ranking of Nebraska as fourth in offensive 
backfield strength behind Kansas. Oklahoma and Iowa 
State can bring nothing but repercussions for the Mis­ 
souri squad when the Scarlet and Cream warriors race 
onto the field at Columbia \<»v. 2.
